WASHINGTON! President Bush wants to give 
legal status to foreign workers who obtain jobs 
in the United States as well as the millions of 
illegal immigrants already working here. The 
proposed policy changes could smooth rela- 
tions with Mexico and lure Latino voters. 

In a speech Wednesday, Bush will outline 
“principles” to guide new immigration leg- 
islation, including providing foreign work- 
ers with incentives to return home, a senior 
administration official said. 


The aim is “matching willing workers 
with willing employers where there are 
jobs that Americans are not interested in 
filling,” White House press secretary Scott 
McClellan said Tuesday. 

The announcement comes ahead of 
Bush’s scheduled meeting with Mexico’s 
President Vicente Fox next week. Mexican 
officials have complained that the adminis- 
tration sought their help to improve border 
security and fight drug trafficking but has 


not responded to pleas for an easing of U.S. 
immigration policy. 

Rep. Chris Cannon, R-Utah, who has 
consulted with the administration on the 
policy, said the policy won’t grant blanket 
amnesty to immigrants in the country ille- 
gally but will allow them to earn perma- 
nent residency. 

Bush also is expected to broadly discuss 
giving workers from some countries expand- 
ed access to Social Security benefits, sources 
familiar with the plan said, speaking on con- 
dition of anonymity, debriechmann(ap)

Hang Up and 
Drive, D.C. 
Council Says 

WASHINGTON I Drivers in the nation’s capi- 
tal will have to hang up their cell phones or 
use a hands-free device under a measure 
approved Tuesday by District of Columbia 
lawmakers. 

The D.C. Council voted 12-1 to give final 
approval to a bill banning drivers from talk- 
ing on hand-held cell phones while behind 
the wheel. Exemptions would be made for 
emergency situations. 

Enforcement is expected to begin in July, 
with violators facing a $100 fine, though 
no points would be assessed against their 
driver’s licenses. 

Mayor Anthony A. Williams is expected 
to sign the bill, but AAA expressed concern 
that the law could be counterproductive. 

“All the research and all the data has 
shown that the danger actually is in the con- 
versation itself, not the device,” AAA spokes- 
man Mantill Williams said. He said the ban 
“may encourage people to talk a little longer, 
because it’ll make talking on the phone more 
convenient.” chevetta gilmore (ap)

PASADENA, calif. | NASA’s Spirit 
rover yielded the sharpest picture 
ever taken of the surface of Mars, 
revealing in breathtaking detail 
Tuesday a completely rust-colored 
landscape strewn with rocks. 

NASA scientists said the “post- 
card,” sent across 105 million miles 
of space to Earth, had three to four 
times the resolution of any other pic- 
tures ever taken of the Red Planet. 
Spirit used a camera with the robot- 
ic equivalent of 20/20 vision. 


President Bush telephoned to 
congratulate the mission team, 
calling Spirit’s successful landing 
on Mars over the weekend a “recon- 
firmation of the American spirit of 
exploration.” 

NASA has registered more than 
1 billion hits on its rover-related 
Web sites, as computer users around 
the world logged on to see more of 
the first pictures from the surface 
of Mars since the Pathfinder mis-

N.Y. 9/11 Memorial Selected 


Design with two 
reflecting pools will 
share Trade Center site 

NEWYORK | A design consisting of 
two reflecting pools and a paved 
stone field was chosen Tuesday for 
the World Trade Center memorial 
after an eight-month competition 
that drew more than 5,000 entries 
from around the world. 

The “Reflecting Absence” memo - 
rial, created by city designer Michael 
Arad, was chosen by a 13 -member 
jury of artists, architects and civic 
and cultural leaders. The winning 
memorial was announced by the 
Lower Manhattan Development 
Corp., the agency overseeing the 
rebuilding of the site. 

The memorial drew an icy recep- 
tion from victims’ families, who 
accused the jury of ignoring their 
input during a hasty deliberation 
and said the design failed to con- 
vey the horror of the attack. 

Anthony Gardner, who lost 


his brother in the Sept. 11 attack 
and is a member of a coalition for 
family groups, said the design is 
“unacceptable.” 

The memorial, chosen out of 
5,201 submissions, will be one of 


two focal points at the trade center 
site, along with the 1,77b -foot glass 
skyscraper known as the Freedom 
Tower. Four other buildings are 
planned where the trade center 
once stood, amy westfeldt (ap)

off a flight from Paris to Cincinnati 
on Tuesday because of suspicious 
wires in her coat but security offi- 
cials later determined she was not 
a threat. 

Still, out of an abundance of cau- 
tion, U.S. officials said they planned 


to re-screen passengers and bag- 
gage aboard Delta Flight 43 after 
its landing, scheduled for around 
3:40 p.m. EST Tuesday. 

Transportation Security 
Administration spokeswoman 
Jenifer Marty said the plane would 
be kept away from the terminal. 


A Homeland Security official, 
speaking on condition of anonym- 
ity, said a passenger was taken off 
the plane before it departed from 
France because of concerns about 
the wires. It later was learned the 
wires were part of her leather 
motorcycle jacket, (ap) 


Democrats Clash Over Taxes in Debate 


DES MOINES, IOWA | Democratic 
presidential hopefuls clashed over 
taxes Tuesday in their second debate 
in three days, with Howard Dean 
and Dick Gephardt defending calls 
to repeal President Bush’s tax cuts 
despite rivals’ claims the move would 
hurt the middle class. 

The two -hour debate ranged 
broadly over foreign policy, eco- 
nomics, trade and other issues. 

The six contenders fielded ques- 
tions from listeners during the broad- 
cast. National Public Radio’s Neal 
Conan served as moderator.

Elderly Man Pleads Innocent 
In Deaths at Farmers Market 

An 87-year- old man pleaded inno- 
cent to vehicular manslaughter 
Tuesday in the deaths of 10 people 
who were struck when his car bar- 
reled through a crowded farmers 
market. George Russell Weller was 
charged with 10 counts of vehicular 
manslaughter with gross negligence.

FBI Aims to Avoid Indefinite 
Jailing of Terror Suspects 

Better information sharing will help 
the FBI avoid the post- Sept. 11 prob- 
lem of indefinitely jailing detainees 
later found to have no connection 
to terrorism, Justice Department 
investigators said Tuesday. The 
Justice Department’s inspector 
general warned that the job of cen- 


tralizing vital terrorist information 
databases so that swift decisions can 
be made about detainees is still far 
from complete. But the progress so 
far represents “a significant step for- 
ward,” the IG’s office stated, (ap) 

AUSTIN, TEXAS 

Judges Uphold GOP-Drawn 
Congressional Map for Texas 

A three-judge federal panel Tuesday 
upheld a new congressional map for 
Texas that the Republicans pushed 
through the legislature after months 


of turmoil and two walkouts by the 
Democrats. The decision followed a 
December trial on the heated redis- 
tricting issue, (ap) 

CONWAY, ARK. 

Blasts Rock Chemical Plant 

A series of explosions rocked a chem- 
ical plant Tuesday, hurling fireballs 
into the sky and leading authori- 
ties to evacuate hundreds of people 
from nearby schools and businesses. 
Two people were hospitalized with 
burns, one in critical condition, but 


all plant workers were accounted for. 
The cause of the explosions was not 
immediately determined, (ap)

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Mad Cow Came From Canada 


Investigators still 
unsure how Holstein 
contracted the disease 

WASHINGTON | Genetic testing con- 
firms that the cow diagnosed with 
the first U.S. case of mad cow dis- 
ease was born in Canada, agricul- 
ture officials said Tuesday. 

The test results will allow inves- 
tigators to intensify their search for 
the source of infection, most likely 
from contaminated feed, in Alberta, 
where the Holstein was born in 1997. 


Agriculture Secretary Ann 
Veneman announced the mad cow 
diagnosis on Dec. 23, the first time 
the disease has been found in the 
United States since its discovery in 
Great Britain in the mid-1980s. 

The DNA tests on the cow, on 
one of its offspring and on the 
semen from the cow’s sire, as well 
as records that show the cow came 
from a dairy farm in Alberta, make 
“us confident in the accuracy of this 
traceback,” said Dr. Ron DeHaven, 
the Agriculture Department’s chief 
veterinarian. 


Brian Evans, a Canadian agricul- 
ture official, said independent test- 
ing from a Canadian lab agreed. 

Canadian officials had said 
last May that a cow in Alberta had 
been diagnosed with the disease. 

While no links have been found 
between the two cases, investigators 
now will focus on looking for com- 
mon sources of feed, Evans said. 

The U.S. Agriculture Department 
decided Monday to kill a herd of 450 
calves in Sunnyside, Wash., because 
it included one that was born to the 
Holstein, mark sherman (ap)

Schwarzenegger Outlines Reforms 


Calif, governor says 
deep cuts are needed to 
fix $14B budget deficit 

SACRAMENTO, CALIF. | California 
Gov. Arnold Schwarzenegger is 
calling for major reform in the 
workers’ compensation insurance 
system and preparing Californians 
for deep spending cuts in virtually 
every area of government. 

Schwarzenegger outlined his 


agenda during his first state of 
the state speech Tuesday — an 
address considered to be a criti- 
cal step in the transformation of 
the Hollywood film star into the 
leader of the United States’ most 
populous state. 

In his two months in office, 
Schwarzenegger has been busy 
cutting car taxes, forging agree- 
ments on borrowing billions of 
dollars and invoking emergency 
powers to make payments to cit- 


ies and counties, but the biggest 
tests are still to come. 

California faces a budget short- 
fall next year of at least $14 billion — 
and Schwarzenegger has promised 
not to raise taxes to close the gap. 

That means he will have to make 
tough budget cuts, including possi- 
bly trimming several billion dollars 
in school funding — a move that 
would conflict with a campaign 
pledge not to cut public education 
spending, tom chorneau (ap)

Europe Forges Ahead With 
Plans to Land Craft on Comet 

Europe’s mission to land a space- 
craft on a comet is set for takeoff 
next month, officials said Tuesday, 
a year after the project was delayed 
because of problems with a rocket 
launcher. If the Rosetta mission 
succeeds, it will break new ground 
by placing a lander on a swift, icy 
comet. Until now, spacecraft only 
carried out brief fly-bys of comets to 
take pictures or landed on asteroids, 
which are more stable, (ap) 

MEXICO 

Complete Ban on U.S. Beef 
Reconsidered, Official Says 

Mexico, one of the biggest mar- 
kets for American beef, will con- 
sider allowing imports of some 
cuts of meat as exceptions to a ban 
imposed after the United States’ 
first case of mad cow disease was 
discovered, officials said Tuesday. 
But Agriculture Secretary Javier 
Usabiaga said a decision to make 
those exceptions could take months 
and would only occur after Mexico 
was satisfied that U.S. controls were 
adequate. Mexico also wants to send 
its own experts to the United States 
to examine the controls, (ap) 

MIDDLE EAST 

Iran, Egypt to Restore Ties 

Iran and Egypt have decided to 
resume full diplomatic ties, Iranian 
Vice President Mohammad Ali 
Abtahi said on Tuesday. He said 
the decision was made at a meet- 
ing between Egyptian President 
Hosni Mubarak and Iranian 
President Mohammad Khatami 
in Geneva last month. Iran and 
Egypt broke diplomatic relations 
in 1979 after Tehran condemned 
Egyptian President Anwar Sadat 
for signing the Camp David peace 
treaty with Israel, (ap) 


In Basra, meanwhile, 
Iraqi police open fire 
on former soldiers 

BAGHDAD I Iraq’s U.S.-led admin- 
istration will release 506 prison- 
ers from detention camps in a show 
of good will, while simultaneously 
offering bounties for 30 more Iraqis 
wanted in the anti-American insur- 
gency, officials said Tuesday. 

Most to be released are suspect- 
ed low-level “associates” of insur- 
gents, and none has been directly 
involved in attacks, said three senior 


coalition officials who gave report- 
ers a briefing Tuesday on condition 
of anonymity. Some 12,800 detain- 
ees are now being held. 

The release of Iraqis held indefi- 
nitely and without charge has been 
a top demand of the country’s com- 
munity and tribal leaders, as well 
as human rights advocates. 

Meanwhile, in the southern town 
of Basra, Iraqi police opened fire on 
hundreds of stone -throwing former 
Iraqi soldiers demanding monthly 
stipends promised by the U.S.-led 
coalition. Reporters saw at least four 
protesters shot, jim krane (ap)

Diana Probe to Consider Conspiracies 


LONDON | Britain’s royal coroner 
asked police to look into theories 
a conspiracy led to the 1997 car 
crash in Paris that killed Princess 
Diana and boyfriend Dodi Fayed, 
saying Tuesday he was obliged “to 
separate fact from fiction.” 

Coroner Michael Burgess imme- 
diately adjourned his long-awaited 


inquiry — Britain’s first investiga- 
tion of the crash — for at least a 
year, saying he needs that time to 
review evidence and conduct his 
own investigations. 

His request — part of the open- 
ing of official inquests into their 
1997 deaths — came as the Daily 
Mirror tabloid reported that Diana, 


in a letter to her butler, claimed that 
Prince Charles was plotting to kill 
her by staging a car accident. 

A French investigation found the 
crash was an accident and that driv- 
er Henri Paul, who also died, had 
been drinking. But more sinister 
explanations for the crash abound, 
and Burgess said he asked police to 
investigate whether he should take 
them up in his inquests, (ap) 


Pakistan, India to 
Hold Peace Talks 


After years of conflict, 
countries’ leaders look 
for a lasting peace 

ISLAMABAD, PAKISTAN I Two years 
after nuclear-armed India and 
Pakistan nearly went to war, their 
leaders agreed Tuesday to hold 
landmark peace talks next month 
on all topics, including the hot-but- 
ton issue of Kashmir that lies at the 
heart of their half-century of mutual 
hatred and mistrust. 

“I think the victory is for the 
world,” Pakistan’s President Gen. 
Pervez Musharraf declared, though 
observers cautioned alasting peace 
is far from assured. 

Musharraf and Indian Prime 
Minister Atal Bihari Vajpayee 
agreed to the talks in tightly 
guarded meetings in the Pakistani 
capital under the cover of a major 
regional summit. 


In a joint declaration read sepa- 
rately by the Indian and Pakistani 
foreign ministers, Musharraf 
pledged not to permit his country 
to be used as a haven for terrorism, 
and Vajpayee promised to seek a 
solution to the Kashmir dispute. 

Gone were the usual Pakistani 
denials that it had supported Islamic 
militants in Kashmir, and gone were 
Indian demands that cross-border 
infiltration stop before a dialogue 
could begin, paul haven (ap) 


THE KASHMIR CONFLICT 

More than 65,000 people have 
died since 1989 in the conflict over 
Kashmir, a picturesque Muslim- 
majority region divided between 
Indiaand Pakistan and claimed 
in entirety by both. Thetwo coun- 
tries fought wars in 1948, 1965 
and 1971 and haveengaged in 
many skirmishes since the 1947 
partition of the subcontinent.

N. Korea 
Offers to 
Halt Nukes 

SEOUL, SOUTH KOREA I North Korea 
offered on Tuesday to freeze its 
nuclear program, including weap- 
ons and energy development. U.S. 
Secretary of State Colin Powell 
called the offer “positive” as a U.S. 
delegation traveled to the isolated 
communist nation, possibly to tour 
a disputed nuclear plant. 

The moves came as the United 
States, China, Russia, Japan and the 
two Koreas scrambled to arrange 
a new round of negotiations on 
Pyongyang’s nuclear weapons 
program. 

North Korea has said before it is 
willing to freeze its “nuclear activi- 
ties” in exchange for U.S. aid and 
being removed from Washington’s 
list of terrorism-sponsoring nations. 
On Tuesday, it specified it would 
not test or produce nuclear weapons 
and even stop operating its nuclear 
power industry “as first-phase mea- 
sures of the package solution.” (ap)

Several children die 
in blast believed to be

KANDAHAR, AFGHANISTAN I Abomb 
strapped to a bicycle killed 13 peo- 
ple Tuesday in this southern Afghan 
city most of them children who halt- 
ed a soccer game and rushed to the 
site after an initial explosion.

Montgomery Taps Manger 



Fairfax County police 
chief will take over in 
Maryland next month 

ROCKVILLE, MD. I Fairfax County, 
Va., Police Chief Thomas Manger 
was named head of the Montgomery 
County police force on Tuesday, 
replacing former sniper task force 
head Charles Moose, who left last 
summer during an ethics dispute. 

Manger, 50, will be moving to a 
suburban county similar to Fairfax 
when he starts his new, $161,000 a 
year job Feb. 1. AMontgomery County 
native, Manger said returning to his 
roots was a big part of his decision. 

Manger was picked from six 
finalists to lead the 1,100 -strong 
Montgomery County force, a pool 
that included Acting Chief William 
O’Toole. His appointment is subject 
to approval by the county council. 

“I wanted someone who is going 
to be a leader for our police force 
and a good fit for our community,” 
said Montgomery County Executive 
Douglas Duncan. 

O’Toole has led the force since 
Moose quit last summer. Moose was 
the public face of the massive snip- 


er manhunt in the fall of 2002 but 
left to write a book about the probe. 
The county’s ethics panel ruled he 
couldn’t profit from his post and 
stay on as police chief. 

Manger said he will focus on a 
neighborhood approach to polic- 


ing when he takes over. He will 
also inherit an agreement with 
the Justice Department, forged 
after complaints over racial pro- 
filing, that requires the county to 
keep racial data from traffic stops.

Penguins star doesn’t 
plan to retire despite 
recurring hip problems 

PRO HOCKEY I Mario Lemieux will 
miss the rest of the season after hip 
surgery next week, but he doesn’t 
plan to retire.

He had one goal 
and eight assists in 10 games and had 
an eight-game scoring streak before

WINTER SPORTS I You don’t have to 
have your own team of dogs — or 
live in Alaska — to enjoy dog sled- 
ding. There are sled- dog kennels in 
at least 21 states, offering everything 
from races, training and three-week 
adventures for dedicated mushers, 
to a pleasant half-hour ride for fam- 
ilies or beginners. 

More and more people are try- 
ing it in places such as Colorado, the 
upper Midwest and New England. 
“The whole sport, for some reason, 
seems to be catching on,” said Brian 
Kolowich of Ouray, Colo., who orga- 
nizes races.

For serious fans of the sport, 
there about 65 sanctioned races in 
North America and Japan, includ- 
ing the World Championship derby 
in Laconia, N.H., from Feb. 13 to 
15, one of the oldest sled- dog races 
in the country, according to David 
Steele, executive director of the 
International Sled Dog Racing

Is it too close to the Olympics to 
make a trip to Greece without suf- 
fering cost increases? 

I recently snagged an airfare to 
Greece in April for about $450, so 
I’m thinking that it’s not too close 
for airfares, at least. I haven’t yet 
priced hotels, but don’t see why the 
prices would be inflated well before 
the Olympics. If the Olympics go 
well, I think crowds will flock there 
and drive up prices, so now should 
be a fine time to go. Just don’t try 
to drive in Athens, I’m told. 

I will be in Amsterdam for a week 
in April and need to find a hotel. I 
want to keep the price modest, but 
I also want reasonable security, a 
safe neighborhood and convenient 
access to public transport. Any 
suggestions? 

I might suggest you look at 
The Rough Guides, which are also 
online at travel.roughguides.com. 
I always find their suggestions for 
accommodations to be extremely 
honest, particularly about whether 
a place is in an unsafe or unseemly 
neighborhood. It also lists a variety 
of options: hostels, hotels, B&Bs, 
even houseboats. I’d pick a neigh- 
borhood first and then look at the 
hotels listed there.

Its Training Day in Europe 


Europe’s trains and 
planes are faster, 
cheaper than ever 

EUROPE I This promises to be 
an exceptionally good year for 
Americans to ride the rails in 
Europe. Some fares are down, 
speeds are up and it’s getting easi- 
er than ever to book train trips. 

Credit the Continent’s low- 
cost air carriers for many of these 
benefits. In what European tour 
operator Rick Steves calls “one of 
the great bonanzas of the decade,” 


cocky newcomers such as Dublin- 
based Ryanair and London-based 
easyJet have slashed fares between 
European cities, forcing trains and 
major airlines to follow suit. 

Eurostar, for instance, reduced 
its lowest fare by more than half last 
summer on its high-speed Chunnel 
rail route, which links London, Paris 
and Brussels. 

Ifyou book 21 days or more ahead 
and travel on weekdays, for exam- 
ple, you can get round trips for $90 
in standard (coach) class and $190 
in first class. In a recent check of 
London-Paris round trips for Feb. 5 


to 9 atwww.cheapseats.com, British 
Airways wanted $109.35, including 
taxes. EasyJet, www.easyjet.com, 
wanted about $59 to $68, includ- 
ing taxes, depending on the time 
of departure. 

If you’re pressed for time, espe- 
cially if you’re just taking a day trip 
to Paris or impatient with hassles, 
you should take the train. It could 
actually be faster than going by air, 
especially now. 

That’s because in September, 
Eurostar began using new high- 
speed track along part of its route 
in Britain, shaving 20 minutes off 


its trips. Getting from London to 
Paris now takes 2 hours, 35 min- 
utes; London to Brussels takes 2 
hours, 20 minutes or less. You can 
expect to add about 10 minutes on 
each end for check-in. 

Other European trains are also 
running faster. In Spain, the trip 
between Madrid and Barcelona 
takes 4 hours, 35 minutes, down 
from 7 hours, thanks to a high- 
speed track that opened last fall. 

But Americans, accustomed to 
relying on cars and planes and leery 
of Amtrak’s troubled long-distance 
network here, remain reluctant rail 
travelers, even abroad. Reportedly 
only 10 percent of U.S. visitors to

A history of shopping 
details when humans 
started overspending 

BOOKS I The average American 
planned to spend $835 on holiday 
purchases this year, according to one 
annual survey, and this is the time of 
year we ask ourselves, “Why?” 

A lot of cultural forces are at 
work — from cartoons whose furry 
characters are coveted toys to celeb- 
rities touting the latest fashions— 
that urge you to get out there and 
spend, spend, spend. Factor in ame- 
nities like babysitting at department 
stores or the convenience of shop- 
ping online, and it’s an intoxicating 
mix that’s difficult to resist. 

“For a lot of people, I almost 
consider it a sport,” says Canadian 
journalist Pamela Klaffke, author 
of “Spree: A Cultural History of 
Shopping” (Arsenal Pulp Press). 

Shopping as a leisure activity 
is a relatively recent phenomenon. 
Most clothing was custom-made 
until the second half of the 19th 
century. 

“Before that, it wouldn’t have 
crossed anybody’s mind to shop 
because there was nothing to buy,” 
Klaffke says. 

Stores began to serve as social 
salons for women in the late 19th 
century, and this culminated in the 
mall culture that emerged in the 
mid-20th century. 

But the days of the mall as the 


center of the teen will soon be over, 
Klaffke says. Now, teenagers prefer 
limited edition shoes and clothes. 
And with magazines like Teen 
People, Cosmo Girl and Teen Vogue 
catering to them, teenage consum- 
ers have more clout than ever. 

In “Spree,” Klaffke veers easily 
from the business of retailing to pop 
culture analysis, including her list 
of “five shopping scenes not to be 
missed.” She also answers a ques- 
tion that insomniacs have asked 


themselves for years: Just who are 
the people who buy things from 
infomercials? 

Turns out the average shopper is 
a married woman between 45 and 
55 who has a household income of 
$56,000 or more and is most likely 
to buy exercise- or health-related 
products. 


But once a bargain is found, 
Klaffke believes, anyone can be 
hooked. And once bargain hunt- 
ers proudly trumpet their finds, 
shopping culture is spread. 

“It makes you think, if a shop- 
per buys something and doesn’t 
tell someone, does it really exist?”

Down,” which channels the manic

wrong sense. They’re more dated 
than eternal, with beats that could 
have backed any two-bit East Coast 
thug during the last half- decade. 

In the service of verses as lame 
as “Put on that vest/I’m gonna 
shoot you in your head, won’t aim 
for the chest,” Bravehearts leave 
you hoping Nas shows a little 
less brotherly love in the future.

The sportsmen’s 
channel on the finer 
points of taxidermy 

TELEVISION I Dan Bantley and Joe 
Workosky are always up to their 
elbows in hunting. But their home 
is on a foreign range — Workosky ’s 
video studio, where they’re fine-tun- 
ing a different kind of show for cable 
television’s Outdoor Channel. 

Called “Taxidermy Trails,” 
it begins a 13-episode run this 
Saturday at 4:30 p.m. 

While both Bantley and 
Workosky are hunters, Bantley is 
also a professional taxidermist who 
will show viewers the finer points of 
preserving their trophies during one 
segment of each 30 -minute show. 

“The general public, they’re 
kind of in the dark” about taxider- 
my, said Bantley, who has run the 
Pennsylvania Institute of Taxidermy 
in Ebensburg, about 70 miles east 
of Pittsburgh, for 20 years. 

More than 100 years ago, game 
animals, birds and fish often were 
stuffed with rags or sawdust. In the 
1930s and 1940s, that gave way to 
putting the hide on mannequins 
made of paper layered with resin 
and plaster. In the last 25 years or 



so, taxidermists have used manne- 
quins made from molded polyure- 
thane foam. 

Bantley recently instructed 
15 students in the painstaking 
measurements of the mannequin 
heads and the trophy hides as 
wind whipped the snow outside 
the school. He spent more than 10 


minutes lecturing his students on 
something as seemingly insignifi- 
cant as the angle of a deer’s ear. 

Bantley and other taxidermists 
have state, national and interna- 
tional competitions, some of which 
were shot for the television show. 
The goal is to score 90 points or 
more on a 100 -point scale, with 


judges using references, photos 
and casts of real animals. 

“Everything that’s unlike a live 
animal is deducted. On eyes, if the 
lid shape is not correct — if the high 
spot (of the lid) was in the middle of 
the eye on a deer — it wouldn’t be 
correct, for example,” Bantley said.

Who writes your poll questions? How 
hard is it to write an unbiased poll? 

I write a good bit of them and 
I have an editorial department 
that writes many surveys, though 
I certainly oversee the very public 
ones. If it’s your chosen profession 
it is not hard to write balanced 
questions at all. There are rules 
of engagement that we all learn. 
Questions have to balanced and 
symmetrical — you don’t want to 
read a paragraph for one side and 
three words for the other — and 
above all you have to offer a choice 
to respondents. 

Isn’t it a little early for all of this poll- 
ing? Maybe after the first set of pri- 
maries, but generally the polls seem 
to be nothing more than fertilizer. 

One man’s fertilizer is another 
man’s living. But I think even 
Americans who complain the 
loudest about the polls still want 
to have some idea where they 
themselves fit in. They want to 
have some idea if they are in the 
majority, where their candidate 
stands today. These have no value 
as predictive tools today, but they 
certainly give an idea of where the 
public and the candidate stand 
and I think more people want to 
see that than don’t want to see it.
